WASHINGTON  (AP)  -  The 
world  economy  faces  an 
unprecedented  challenge, 
President  Ford  said  Monday, 
and  he  called  for  international 
unselfishness  to  solve  the 
crisis. 

“We  in  this  country  want 
solutions  to  serve  our  broad 
interests,  rather  than  narrow 
self-interests,”  Ford  said  in  a 
short  speech  at  the  opening  of 
the  week-long  29th  annual 
meeting  of  the  International 
Monetary  Fund  in  Washington. 

The  President  said  the  1,200 
delegates  from  1 26  nations  are 
meeting  at  an  “unprecedented 
time  of  challenge  to  the  world 
economy.” 

He  said  Treasury  Secretary 
William  E.  Simon  would 
outline  American  proposals  for 
dealing  with  this  challenge  in  a 
speech  Tuesday. 

Meanwhile,  in  the  U.S. 
economy  field,  a  White  House 
spokesman  said  President  Ford 
does  not  favor  imposing  a 
special  federal  tax  on  gasoline 
but  keeps  an  open  mind  on 
this  and  other  options  under 
study  to  fight  inflation. 

A  proposal  to  raise  the 
federal  gasoline  tax  by 
anywhere  from  10  to  20  cents 
a  gallon  is  one  of  many  ideas 
being  considered,  Press 
Secretary  Ron  Nessen  said. 


At  the  Capitol,  House 
Speaker  Carl  Albert  said  he  is 
not  making  up  his  mind  at  this 
time  about  a  gasoline  tax 
increase  but  suggested  “there 
must  be  some  better  way.” 

Senate  Democratic  Leader 
Mike  Mansfield  said  he  did  not 
believe  Congress  would  pass  a 
10  cents  a  gallon  gasoline  tax 
increase.  If  it  were  enacted,  he 
said,  it  should  not  apply  to 
families  with  incomes  of  less 
than  $15,000  to  $20,000  since 
they  must  have  gasoline  to  get 
to  work  and  for  other  essential 
purposes. 

The  IMF  meeting  is  being 
held  jointly  with  the  World 
Bank’s  annual  conference, 

The  foreign  delegations  are 
eager  to  hear  how  the  new 
U.S.  President  plans  to  deal 
with  the  deepening  world 
financial  crisis,  brought  on  by 
rapid  inflation,  high  oil  prices 
and  declining  industrial  output 
in  many  nations. 

IMF  Managing  Director 
Johannese  Witteveen  warned 
delegates  in  his  opening  speech 
that  nations  must  be  careful 
not  to  plunge  the  world  into  a 
deep  recession  in  their  fight 
against  inflation. 

Witteveen  also  said 
industrialized  nations  should 
seriously  consider  using  wage 


combatting  inflation  at  home. 
The  alternative,  he  added,  may 
be  higher  unemployment  and 
lower  economic  growth. 

In  his  five-minute  speech, 
Ford  said  the  United  States 
views  the  world  economic 
problems  “soberly  and 
without  rose-tinted  glasses.” 

“But  we  believe  that  the 
same  spirit  of  international 
cooperation  which  brought 
forth  the  Bretton  Woods 
agreements  a  generation  ago 
can  resolve  the  difficulties  we 
face  today,”  he  said. 

The  reference  was  to 
meetings  during  World  War  II 
at  Bretton  Woods,  N.H.,  which 
led  to  the  establishment  of  the 
IMF 


$3  6  billion  in  aid  and 
development  projects,  of 
which  $5.5  billion  has  been 
approved  for  the  1975  fiscal 
year. 

McNamara,  who  is  known  to 
believe  the  world  financial 
problems  are  more  difficult 
than  any  world  leaders  admit, 
warned  against  the  temptation 
in  the  developed  world  to  put 
aside  questions  until  its  own 
problems  are  solved. 


Witteveen  said  he  recognized

President  quits  in  Portugal, 
leftist  leaders  retain  control 


LISBON,  Portugal  (AP)  -  Young  leftist 
military  leaders  forced  Gen.  Antonio  de 
Spinola  to  quit  as  Portugal’s  president  Monday 
and  a  left-leaning  three-man  committee  began 
running  the  country. 

The  final  blow  to  Spinola’s  hold  on  the 
presidency  that  he  assumed  after  a  coup 
over-threw  Premier  Marcello  Caetano  last  April 
was  the  failure  by  his  rightist  supporters  to 
carry  off  a  weekend  rally  to  express  their 
support.  Spinola  canceled  the  rally  after 
Communists  and  other  leftists  strongly 
denounced  it  and  threatened  open  violence  to 
prevent  it. 

But  the  end  had  been  coming  for  some  time 
for  the  64-year-old  general,  who  the  leftists  felt 
was  proceeding  too  slowly  and  with  too  much 
caution  in  instituting  reforms,  including  the 
final  termination  of  Portugal’s  control  over  its 
African  territories. 

“In  this  general  climate  of  anarchy  where 


everyone  dictates  his  own  law,  crisis  and  chaos 
are  inevitable,  in  flagrant  contradiction  to  the 
purposes  of  the  movement”  that  brought  him 
to  power,  Spinola  told  the  Portuguese  over 
national  television. 

He  said  the  movement  had  been  pledged  to 
bringing  concord  among  all  political  beliefs  but 
added: 

“This  harmony  will  never  be  possible,  when 
on  one  hand  the  declared  chiefs  of  some 
political  parties  make  appeals  to  good  sense, 
and  on  the  other  hand  respective  active  groups 
choose  the  path  of  psychological  warfare 
through  the  big  news  media  and  even  through 
violence  in  flagrant  negation  of  liberty. 

The  Junta  of  National  Salvation,  which 
originally  comprised  seven  generals  and 
admirals,  announced  that  three  generals,  Jaime 
Silveiro  Marques  of  the  army  and  Diogo  Neto 
and  Carlos  Galvao  de  Melo  of  the  air  force, 
were  ousted  with  Spinola.

Senate  passed  and  sent  to  the 
White  House  on  Monday  a  bill 
returning  the  nation  to 
standard  time  during  the  four 
winter  months. 

Passage  was  by  voice  vote 
and  without  debate. 

The  Vote  came  after  Sens. 
John  V.  Tunney  and  Alan 
Cranston,  D-Calif.,  dropped 
efforts  to  attach  an  unrelated 
amendment  preventing 
discriminatory  state  wine 
taxes. 

If  President  Ford  signs  the 
bill,  as  expected,  clocks  in 
virtually  all  sections  of  the 
nation  will  be  set  back  one 
hour  on  Oct.  27. 

Next,  Feb.  23,  residents  of 
most  states  will  again  set 
clocks  ’  forward  one  hour  - 
beginning  an  eight-month 
period  of  daylight  saving  time.

White  House  mulls 
hike  in  gasoline  tax 


WASHINGTON  (AP)  -  A 
special  tax  on  gasoline,  once 
rejected  by  President  Ford,  is 
gaining  favor  in  the 
administration  and  may  be  a 
major  proposal  in  the  program 
Ford  sends  to  Congress  to 
fight  inflation. 

A  White  House  source  said 
Ford  is  considering  raising  the 
federal  tax  on  gasoline  by 
anywhere  from  10  to  20  cents 
a  gallon. 

“We  know  the  public  won’t 
be  happy  about  this  and  we 
can’t  be  sure  Congress  will  go 
along,”  the  source  said.  “But 
we  think  it’s  comething  that 
would  help.” 

Ford  closed  his  economic 
summit  conference  Saturday 
with  a  pledge  to  send 
anti-inflation  recommenda¬ 
tions  to  Congress  within  10 
days.  A  higher  gasoline  tax  is 
being  promoted  within  the 


administration  on  grounds  it 
would  discourage  gasoline 
consumption  while  raising  new 
tax  revenue  to  finance  federal 
programs,  such  as  public 
service  employment. 

The  higher  gasoline  tax  was 
first  advocated  by  /Treasury 
Secretary  William  E.  Simon, 
but  met  with  resistance  from 
Ford. 

However,  a  White  House 
spokesman  confirmed  Sunday 
the  idea  has  been  resurrected 
as  “one  of  many  ideas  under 
study.” 

Other  elements  of  the

She  met  the  agents  through 
the  Rev.  Paul  Lindstrom,  a 
fervent  anti-Communist  who 
has  been  active  in  work 
involving  men  listed  as 
prisoners  of  war  or  missing  in 
action. 

Pardon  return 
just  politeness 

WASHINGTON  (AP)  - 
Former  President  Richard  M. 
Nixon  offered  to  return  the 
blanket  pardon  granted  by 
President  Ford  after  it  touched 
off  a  political  controversy,  a 
White  House  source  says. 
However,  the  offer  wasn’t 
regarded  seriously. 

The  offer  was  “not  a  formal 
legal  offer  to  turn  back  the 
pardon  because  I  don’t  think 
there’s  any  legal  way  to  do 
that,”  the  source  said  Sunday 

Instead,  he  said,  Nixon’s 
statement  was  “a  sort  of 
casual,  off-handed,  figurative 
statement  mentioned  out  of 
politeness.” 


The  Rev.  Mrs.  Lindstrom 
said  in  an  interview  that  he 
arranged  the  Mexico  meeting 
after  two  previous  meetings 
with  persons  whom  he  believes 
are  “tied  to  a  diplomatic 
mission  in  Southeast  Asia.” 

He  said  he  talked  to 
different  representatives  at 
each  of  the  three  meetings,  but 
wasn’t  sure  whether  they  are 
“working  for  a  government  or 
on  their  own  behalf  for 
monetary  gains.” 

The  U.S.  government  has 
discredited  previous  reports 
that  prisoners  of  war  are  still 
being  held  in  Southeast  Asia. 

The  minister  vowed  in  1971 
he  would  form  a  force  of  200 
commandos  to  free  Southeast 
Asian  war  prisoners,  but  later 
abandoned  the  plans. 


He  also  attempted  in  1970 
to  form  a  fleet  of  boats  to 
encourage  defections  by  Soviet 
seamen.  That  plan  never 
developed. 

However,  he  accurately 
revealed  in  1972  before  it  was 
officially  announced  that 
Secretary  of  State  Henry  A. 
Kissinger  made  secret  visits  to 
the  Soviet  Union  prior  to  the 
Nixon  summit. 

The  Rev.  Mr.  Lindstrom  said 
he  and  other  representatives  of 
the  Christian  Defense  League, 
an  umbrella  for  POW-MIA 
groups,  have  establsihed 
contacts  in  Vientianne,  Laos, 
and  in  Thailand. 

Mrs.  Macdonald  said  she 
wants  to  meet  with  President 
Ford  and  Kissinger  to  enlist 
their  aid. 


Utah  mountain  man 
building  fort  refuge 


PLEASANT  GROVE,  Utah 
(AP)  -  A  man  who  calls 
himself  Clemin  Flintlocker  is 
building  a  log  fort  he  says  will 
give  modern  mountain  men  of 
the  West  a  place  where  they 
can  “get  back  to  natural 
things.” 

Flintlocker,  whose  real  name 
is  DeLoy  Larson,  says  his 
family  has  saved  $30,000  for 
the  refuge  he  expects  to  cost 
about  $100,000. 

So  far,  the  well  is  dug,  the 
powder  house  loaded  and  logs 
chopped  and  stacked  for  walls 
on  a  15-acre  patch  near  Deer 
Creek  Reservoir,  in  the 
Wasatch  Mountains  southeast 
of  Salt  Lake  City.

Several  hundred  modern 
mountain  men,  dressed  in 
buckskins  and  fur  hats  after 
the  image  of  Jeremiah  Johnson 
and  Daniel  Boone,  gather 
regularly  in  the  West  for 
shooting  contests  with 
hand-made  or  antique 
muskets. 

“I  think  there’s  enough 
interest  in  preserving  our 
heritage  that  others  will  take  a 
look  at  what  we’re  doing  and 
join  in,”  said  Flintlocker. 

He  says  his  Fort  Larson  will 
include  a  blacksmith’s  shop, 
gunmaking  stall,  print  shop, 
officers  quarters,  mess  hall  and 
a  modern  kitchen  for  his  wife 
which  he  will  hide  to  preserve 
the  fort’s  rustic  atmosphere. 

“This  ain’t  gonna  be 
something  to  look  at.  No, 
siree.  The  men  will  be  dressed 
in  uniforms.  People  coming 
into  the  fort  are  the  ones 
who’ll  feel  undressed,”  says 
Flintlocker,  who  owns  a 
ironworks  shop. 

“I  want  Fort  Larson  to  be  a 
refuge— aplace  where  they  can 
come  to  shoot,  relax,  get  back 
to  the  natural  things,”  he  said. 

He  says  the  fort  will  be  built 
without  power  tools  or  chain 

“I  realize  this  ain’t  the  way 
for  everyone,”  Flintlocker 
says.  “And  it,  seems  more 
important  to  me  because  I’ve 
always  wanted  to  really  live  it 
and  not  just  do  it  on 
weekends.”

His  printed  answers  to 
Jackson’s  questions  were  made 
public  Sunday. 

He  said  that  while  there  is 
no  short-term  policy  for 
stopping  coordinated  world  oil 
price  rises,  the  United  States 
will  soon  announce  its 

Independence  blueprint  “to 
develop  a  secure,  stable  supply 
of  energy  at  reasonable 
prices.” 

Sawhill  said  that  for  the 
time  being  the  United  States  is 
maintaining  a  curb  on 
domestic  oil  prices  by  keeping 
a  $5.25  per  barrel  ceiling  on 
oil  from  wells  in  productions 
before  1972.

Miller  wins  golf  tournament, 
puzzled  at  continued  success 


NAPA,  Calif.  (AP)  —  Johnny  Miller’s  a  little 
puzzled  by  his  fantastic  success  in  pro  golf  this 
year.  He’s  not  at  all  sure  how  it  came  about. 
He’s  uncertain  how  long  it  will  continue. 

But  the  All  American  boy— tall,  blonde, 
handsome  enough  to  serve  as  a  male  model, 
soft-spoken,  a  non-drinker,  a  non-smoker  and 
an  elder  of  his  church-is  dead  sure  about  one 
thing: 

“I’d  never  trade  this  season  for  one  major 
championship,”  Miller  said  after  his 
overwhelming  victory  Sunday  in  the  Kaiser. 
International  Open. 

“This,”  he  said  in  massive  understatement, 
“kind  of  caps  my  year.” 

It  gave  him  eight  titles  for  the  year-the  most 
anyone  has  won  on  the  American  tour  since 
Arnold  Palmer  took  the  same  number  in 
1960- and  put  his  season  money-winnings  at 


$346,933,  breaking  the  single-season  mark  of 
$320,542  set  by  Nicklaus  in  1972. 

He  won  this  one  by  eight  strokes,  matching 
the  biggest  victory  margin  on  the  tour  this 
season,  with  a  six-under-par  66  in  the  final 
round  and  a  271  total,  a  distant  17  under  par 
on  the  6,819-yard  north  course— he  owns  a 
home  by  the  10th  green-at  the  Silverado 
Country  Club. 

He  moved  into  a  share  of  the  lead  with  a 
hole-in-one  on  the  second  hole  of  Saturday’s 
thifd  round  and  put  it  out  of  reach  with  some 
eye-popping  putting  in  Sunday’s  final  round. 
He  one-putted  seven  times  on  the  front  nine, 
once  holing  from  60  feet,  on  his  way  to  a  31. 

PGA  champ  Lee  Trevino  finished  with  a  final 
67  and  tied  43-year-old  Billy  Casper  for  second 
at  279.

Sunday  in  the  locker  room 
after  the  Colts  were  defeated 
3  0-10  in  their  National 
Football  League  game. 

Schnellenberger  was  fired  by 
Robert  Irsay,  the  Colts’ 
president,  who  announced  that 
vice  president  and  general 
manager  Joe  Thomas  would 
take  over  as  head  coach. 

Schnellenberger,  who  is  in 
the  second  year  of  a  three-year 
contract,  was  named  coach  of 
the  Colts  Feb.  14,  1973,  after 
three  years  as  offensive  coach 
with  the  Miami  Dolphins. 

Schnellenberger  indicated  he 
would  fight  the  action. 

“I  thought  I  was  performing 
my  job  as  head  coach,”  he  said 
after  being  told  he  was  out.  “I 
was  hired  to  be  the  head  coach 
and  I  want  to  fulfill  that 
obligation.”

Educators  discuss 
revised  shorthand 


A  two-day  shortland  seminar  entitled  “Century  21”  began  at 
BYU  Monday  and  will  continue  through  today. 

“Century  21”  is  a  comprehensive  revision  of  traditional 
shorthand  developed  at  BYU,  said  Dr.  Edward  Nelson,  chairman 
of  the  BYU  Department  of  Business  Education. 

The  seminar  offers  educators  the  opportunity  to  study  the 
new  methods  of  interaction  and  discussion  with  the  authors  of 
the  system,  he  explained. 

Authors  include  Dr.  Edward  Christensen,  Dr.  Ted  Stoddard, 
and  Dr.  R.  DerMont  Bell,  all  of  BYU;  Dr.  Berle  Haggblade, 
California  State,  Fresno;  and  Dr.  Mary  Ellen  Oliverio,  Teachers 
College,  Columbia  University. 

All  sessions  of  “Centupr  21”  will  be  conducted  by  the  Varsity 
Theater  and  will  be  continuous  throughout  the  day. 

Other  workshops  will  be  conducted  later  across  the  country 
to  present  the  new  system  to  other  educators,  Dr.  Nelson  said.

ATLANTA,  Ga.  (AP)  -  A 
former  president  of  the 
American  Cancer  Society  says 
the  radical  mastectomy,  the 
kind  of  operation  Betty  Ford 
underwent  Saturday,  “is  the 
only  way  we  know  we  can 
cure  breast  cancer.” 

Dr.  A.  Hamblin  Letton  made 
the  statement  Sunday  after  Dr. 
Frank  J.  Rauscher  Jr.,  director 
of  the  National  Cancer 
Institute,  quoted  a  report 
saying  that  less  mutilating 
surgery  was  shown  to  be 
equally  successful. 

Rauscher  said  a  study  of 
1,700  women  showed  that  the 
radical  mastectomy-in  which 
the  breast,  underlying  chest 
muscle  and  lymph  glands  are 
removed  — produced  results 
virtually  no  better  than  the 
simple  mastectomy— in  which 
only  the  breast  is  removed. 
But  Letton,  an  Atlanta 
physician,  said  the  radical 
mastectomy  is  the  only  way  to 
be  certain  of  removing  all 
cancerous  tissue.
